THE Business Men’s Association of Michigan are 
advocating some important legal reforms in which all 
merchants in that state are interested. Their commit- 
tee on legislation, at their last annual meeting, held in 
July, recommended, among other needed enactments, 
that husband and wife should be jointly and severally 
liable for the necessities of the family, and the joint 
and separate estate and property of each should be 
liable for such debts. 








Ow1ne to the slack demand a great amount of un- 
sold goods has accumulated in the foundries in the 
Rhenish Westphalian district, Germany. The confi- 
dence which was felt in a speedy improvement of the 
market has diminished. The failure of the Leipziger 
and other Saxon banks has also had a bad effect on the 
situation, as no orders come from Saxony on account 
of the depression. caused in commercial circles by the 
financial crisis. Indisposition to buy has again be- 
come universal in Germany, and orders are only given 
when absolutely necessary. The great foundries are 
thus compelled to make more energetic efforts than 
usual to get work, and this tends to lower prices. At 
the same time, no more orders than hitherto are pro- 
cured from abroad. The market will not recover from 
the prevailing depression until the vast quantities of 
goods which were produced when better prices prevailed 
have been disposed of. 








AmeERICAN locomotives continue popular on the 
railways of India, where they are in competition with 
English engines. Col. Constable, the manager of one of 
the great railway lines of India, recently visited the 
United States to study the railway system, and the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics has just received a sum- 
marization of his report submitted to the Indian gov- 
ernment, and, through it, laid before the British Board 
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of Trade. Colonel Constable states in his memorandum 
that no doubt the American engine burns more fuel and 
wears out sooner than the English locomotive, and the 
former is unquestionably a dirty looking machine, but 
Americans do not expect their engines to last more than 
15 years, by which time they are ready to put them on 
the scrap heap and adopt a different design and a more 
efficient article, and it must be remembered that coal 
is exceedingly cheap in America. Colonel Constable 
also states that their great hauling capacity makes up 
for any defects in .Leir details, and that in his opinion 
weak and out-of-date engines are not discarded often 
enough in India. 


PrELEG How1anp, of H. 8. Howland Sons & Co., 
Toronto, Canada, president of the Canadian Wholesale 
Havdware Association, in his recent address before that 
bouy, said: “We should consider, too, the advisability 
of encouraging throughout the country the formation 
of retail hardware associations, with a view to obtaining 
their co-operation in overcoming those inequalities 
which are so largely the cause of demoralization of 
prices.” This view is in strict accordance with the 
most progressive ideas of trade unity. The better ele- 
ment in the jobbing world realizes its dependence in the 
retailers and the need of co-operation, but the question 
of ways and means is one that arises constantly. One 
reason why retailers should organize is to put them- 
selves in a position where their friends can help them. 
The jobbing association desirous of obtaining the 
co-operation of retailers in the states of Ohio or Ken- 
tucky in some matter of trade interest can deal with 
the officials of the state retail association. But how can 
they reach the West Virginia hardware men in a scheme 
of mutual helpfulness, the unorganized condition of 
the retailers of that commonwealth making negotiation 
a very complicated affair? 








Imports of tropical and sub-tropical 
products into the United States continue 
to increase, as shown by some figures just 
prepared by the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. The demand of the temperate

zones upon the tropics for articles of daily 
use as foodstuffs or for use in manufacturing seems to 
inerease with each year and with the increase of facil- 
ities for interchange betewen the tropics and the temp- 
erate zones. Coffee, sugar, india rubber, fibers, tobacco, 
fruits and nuts, gums, cotton, spices, cabinet woods, 
indigo, cork, dye woods, sponges, barks for the manu- 
facture of quinine, and numerous other articles from 
the tropics now form a large proportion of the exports 
of the United States, and despite the reduction in prices 
in many cases the total values are steadily increasing. 
Add to this the sub-tropical products, such as unmanu- 
factured silk, tea, rice and other articles of this class, 
and the grand total aggregates more than a million 
dollars for each business day of imports of a character 
which cannot, or, at least, are not, at present produced 
in the United States in sufficient quantities to meet the 
requirements of our population. In sugar and coffer 
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the United States is the largest consumer of the world, 
and in many other of the tropica: products, such as 
unmanufactured silk, india rubber, fruits and nuts, and 
spices, we are among the largest importing nations. 
In coffee, owing to the reduction in price, the figures of 
1901 are not as large as those of some earlier years, 
notably 1894 and 1895, though the quantity imported 
exceeds that of earlier years with possibly one or two 
exceptions. How this class of 
portations may be supplied in the 
the tropical territory which has recently come under 
control of the United States is a matter for future 
development, is at least interesting to know that nearly 


much of our im- 


future by 


one-half of the importations of the present time are 
tropical and sub-tropical in character, and that nearly 
all are of a class which are produced in greater or less 
extent in those islands or territory adjacent to them.

Tue Dry Goods Reporter contains an interesting 
article by a retail dry goods dealer, in which he narrates 
his experiences in meeting mail order competition. In 
the course of this article this dealer says: 

“So long as everybody did business the same way, 
it made comparatively little difference. At least we 
thought so. But when the mail order houses com- 
menced to go after the farmer’s trade, then we felt that 
there was something radically wrong with our system. 
The farmers would bring the catalogues right into our 
store and show us that they could buy lots of stuff 
cheaper from those houses than from us. In some cases, 
of course, they found out that the freight ran up a 
good deal higher than they thought, especially on heavy 
goods, so that really they did not save any money by 
dealing with those houses, but the general effect was 
bad for us. They would never mention the instances 
where they fell down, but would invariably come in 
and tell us about it when they had made fifteen or 
twenty cents on a pair of shoes or a piece of dress 
goods. 

“We thought the matter over carefully and finally 
decided to cut off from our old methods and run our 
business on a strictly one-price cash basis. I find that 
with my discounts obtained in the wholesale houses 
through prompt payment of my bills and by getting 
the money for my goods at once when they are sold, I 
am able not only to undersell not only my competitors 
who still cling to their old credit system, but also to 
quote lower prices than the mail order houses, not even 
including the freight or express charges that their cus- 
tomers have to add to the cost of what they buy from 
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them. That our people realize this is shown every day.” 

There are many points in this article which are 
worthy the attention of hardware dealers. It is a 
curious thing that the large catalogue house, capitalized 
at millions, should do a cash business and the small 
dealer, with a capital of $5,000, should incur the risks 
of a credit business. Why should the dealer handicap 
himself by catering to the trade of all the slow payers in 
his vicinity while the cash payers are sending their 
money to Chicago catalogue houses? The dealer who 
sells on credit in the spring to a farmer who pays in 
the fall, perhaps with cash, perhaps with a note, due in 
60 days or six months, is certainly seriously handi- 
capped in competing with the catalogue house that gets 
its cash before it lets go of the article. It is doubt- 
ful in my mind if the farmer who asks the dealer to 
carry him over a year when his crops are poor, and who 
pays him any old time without interest, appreciates the 
favor the dealer is doing him. It is this sort of man 
who tells the dealer that an article the dealer sells for 
$1.00 can be bought of the catalogue house for 90 cents 
—no mention of 25 cents express charges being made. 
The dealer ought to retort that if the catalogue house 
had to sell on the same terms the dealer did and locked 
up its million capital in a stack of farmers’ notes, scat- 
tered from Maine to California, it couldn’t make any 


kind of a price either.

ARE THEY CONCENTRATING PLANTS? 


A press dispatch from New York, dated Sept. 24, 
states that the United Steel Corporation are planning 
to concentrate their plants. The New York Commer- 
cial of Sept. 25 says, anent this affair: 

“The last deal along the lines of centralization was 
the concentration of the Steel Corporation’s coke prop- 
erties, and the next move probably will be the consoli- 
dation of the American Tin Plate Co. and the Amer- 
ican Sheet Steel Co. These two concerns suffered more 
in consequence of the strike than any other constituent 
company affected. 

“The centralization plans of the steel combine 
have been changed somewhat by developments in con- 
nection with the strike. For example, a number of 
plants that were scheduled for removal to more ad- 
vantageous points, will be allowed to remain where they 
are, owing to the peaceful attitude of the employes dur- 
ing the recent labor trouble. It can be stated on good 
authority, however, that the officials of the United 
States Steel combine do not propose to remove any of 
the large plants. The plants now scheduled for removal 
are small, and their dismantling will not affect to any 
noticeable extent the business of the towns or cities in 
which they are located. Pittsburg and other important 
iron will naturally reap immense benefits 
through the centralization policy of the steel combine, 
as they will be selected as the collecting points for the 
concerns slated for removal. 

“Plans have been prepared for the enlargement of 
a number of plants, among them the American Bridge 
Co., American Tin Plate Co., American Sheet Steel 
Co. and Carnegie Co. The Bridge Co. will have works 
in Pittsburg that will have a capacity greater than that 
of any plant in the world. The tin plate capacity of the 
American Tin Plate Co. will also be greatly enlarged, 
and the same can be said of the Carnegie Co., which has 
agreed to double its armor. plate capacity.”

Now the emphatic words in this phrase are not “in fact, 
any cook stove,” but “actual cost.” 
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It is a mooted point amongst dealers who have 
given considerable thought and study to the . ubject of 
retail advertising as to whether or not it is advisable to 
give prices in advertising. When they are given, how- 
ever, they should be displayed strongly, as they are in 
the smaller of these advertisements.

The course of the gases is from the back of the boiler, 
forward, through ample flues at the side, returning 
through a large flue at the center, and the design of these 
flues is such that they are readily kept clean and free 
from accumulations of soot. The fire pot is corrugated, 
thereby increasing the fire surface and securing perfect 
combustion at the edge of the fire. The sections are 
connected by push nipples, one at the top and one at 
either side at the bottom. These push nipples are of 
cast iron, the same material as the sections. 

The grates allow for liberal air space, yet the 
fingers of the grate bars are sufficiently close together to 
permit the use of pea or slack coal. Through a door 
provided for the purpose it is possible to remove, by 
means of a slice bar, any clinkers which may form upon 
the grates.

A circular baffle plate in the hood regulates the 
draft through the flues of the dome, and for the further 
control of the draft the hood is equipped with a check 
door. The rocking and dumping grate is both simple 
and effective. The grate ring has been entirely elim- 
inated, and the base itself becomes the holder as support 


Inasmuch as the expansion and contraction in 


for the grate bars. 

In the Ideal portable steam boilers liberal water- 
ways are provided at the side, through which the water 
rises from the fire pot and intermediate sections to the 
steam dome, or top section, in which the water line is 
carried. At the back of the boiler another waterway 
connects the steam dome, or top section, with the firepot, 
passing through, but having no connection with the in- 
termediate sections.

FAMOUS CUTLERY. 


The famous Zschille collection of cutlery, contain- 
ing over a thousand pieces, and representing the handi- 
work of nearly every period of the world’s history, was 
recently put up at auction in Paris. The sale lasted 
six days, and aggregated about £3,000. The period 
covered represented the work from the Stone Age down 
to the end of the eighteenth century, the various modi- 
fications and decorations of knives, forks and other in- 
struments prevailing among the ruling races during the 
period covered being all represented. In modern days 
it is considered quite the proper thing to have a knife 
for each separate purpose, and the prevailing idea is 
that this is an innovation. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, even some of the knives formerly used have gone 
out of favor. 

For instance, at one time it was considered a great 
honor to be elected to carve at dinner, and one much 
sought after by carvers of great reputation. The cus- 
tom explains the fashion of the large, broad knife blades 
known as “couteaux de curee,” or “presentoirs,” upon 
which the carver, having selected the most delicate 
morsel, politely offers it to the noblest lady in the 
company. One of the oldest articles represented in the 
sale was an Egyptian spoon, said to be 3,000 years old, 
of carved wood, the handle resembling the figure of a 


woman swimming. ‘There were hunting knives marvel- 
ously damascened. Thirteenth century Venetian knives, 
and knives with Dresden handles, ornamented with the 
coat of arms of famous families of history, and many 
pieces de maitrise, or workmanship credentials offered 
on entering corporations and guilds.—Ironmongers’ 
Chronicle. 


A USEFUL ALLOY. 


To make an alloy which expands in cooling, melt 
together 9 pounds of lead, 2 pounds of antimony and 1 
pound bismuth. This alloy may be used in fastening 
foundation belts for machinery into foundation stones. 
Collars, or heads, are left on the bolts, and after the 
hole is drilled in the stone, a couple of short, small 
holes are drilled at an angle to the big hole. When 
the metal is poured, it will flow around the bolts and 
also into these small holes, and it is nearly impossible 
for the bolt to pull out. When drilling holes into 
stone the water used should be carefully dried out by the 
use of red hot iron rods before the melted metal is 
poured in, in order to prevent accident by the blow- 
ing out of the metal and burning the hands and face 
of the workman.—Ex.

BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION: 

The editor of Bradstreets telegraphs us this ad- 
vance report on the iron and steel situation: 

The demand for iron and steel, repressed by strikes 
and for other causes, has at last broken the usual trade 
limits, and is full and free in nearly all lines. 

Pig iron is active and in large sale and southern 
iron has again advanced in all markets. While the ex- 
cessive premium on tinplates and other strike affected 
products has disappeared the demand is so large Penn- 
sylvania mills have booked orders two to four months 
ahead and Chicago mills as far ahead as the end of 
1902. 

Billets are $1 higher; bars $2 up and a number 
of other products have advanced in proportion. Steel 
rails are in good demand, and so active has been the 
inquiry that the amount of old orders to be carried over 
for delivery next year is estimated at from 250,000 to 
100,000 tons. Hardware sales are large, but galvanized 
iron is lower. 

The situation in copper is not as yet clearly de- 
fined. Domestic consumption is large, but American
